A Kaunas Man's llrvlee for Protecting 
Train- SI. it ami I vpre.s Cars. 

H. M. ntoLano, of Calona, Ivas., de- 
clares that train-robbing it doomed. 
Its knell was soiindod, bo says, when ho 
Invented his bullet-proof structure for 
expross-cnr*. This structure la to bo 
located on tho platform of tho car at 
the front end, next to tho onglno, so 
as to protect tho cnginoor and llroman 
In caso of an attack. There aro also 
port-holes ranginvr back and forward 
otilsido of the car that command thn en- 
tire length of the train on both sides, as 
woll as the insldo of the car. He says 
the dovlco will furnish absolute protec- 
tion to tho traiumon and property in- 
trusted to them. 

The fort or structure consists of four 
s'do-, forming a square housing or in- 
closuro and providing with a door open- 
ing outwardly or Into tho interior of the 
car. Tho odgjt of tho door are bovelod 
or rabbeted ho as to prevent Its being 
forced Inwardly, tho door framo beln^ 
correspondingly bcvolcd or rabbeted to 
recoivo tho door, and Is provldod with 
nuitnblo locks or holts or other fasten- 
ing devices. Tho structure is made of 
shoot metal so at to bo bullet proof, and 
all points are protoctui by angle iron 
aeeurod by moan* of rivets. At tbe top 
tho base portion flaros outwardly, form- 
ing an octagonal or olgbt-*ldod bovelod 
or Inclined wall, in whleh aro porta so 
that robbori can not get out of rango by 
getting too dote- To tho Inullnod wall 
Is secured an upwardly projecting por- 
tion, the wall of wblcb Is of the samo 
material as tho base, tho jolnti being 
protected by anglo Iron aa la tho base 
portion. m

NOTE8 ON STEWING. 

A Practical Laaaon aa to now II la I*rop. 
erljr Done. 
Oirla, says a wrltor In Domorost's 
Magatlne, which ono of you known how 
to rnako a stow? "I do." That is well. 
Tell mo how you do It, "Oh, I ju-.t take 
aomo raoat and potatoes, carrots.onlons, 
and any vegetables I chooso, put aomo 
wator on them, and boll thorn together, 
and-taat la all." Vou have described 
a great many atowa In doacrlblng yours 
1 don't think I should like any of them, 
go I ahall lull you how I niako It, and I 
want each one of you to try and follow 
my directions, and if yo do so conscton- 
tlou:!jr ! thisk yea *•!!! si! be sb!c to 
niako a stow, and, what Is more, a good 
stow. 

The first step Is to understand what 
"stowing" is Do not for onq moment im- 
agine It Is boiling, for they are distinct- 
ly different methods of cooking. Stow- 
ing is cooking by a slow, gentlo, moist 
ni .it. Koep this well in your mind. 
You must not let your stew boil or you 
change the character of your dish at 
onco. lloillng toughens meat; atowing, 
on the contrary, aoftens tlio libers and 
renders it more tonder. 

in purchaaing meat for stowing you 
may tako tho cheaper, pooror parts, 
where there Is mint blood. That la 
whore thoro has boon miut action. Now, 
what part would you imagine that 
would bo? "Tho legs." Yes, and al- 
though porhaps a litllo tough they are 
the Jueleat parts of hoof. Tioces from 
the round, chuck and upper portion of 
the shank are all good. Tho meat 
should hare somo bono and fat. Cold 
moats makos a moat excellent stew, as 
tho roasting or broiling It has already 
gono through tends to improvo tho 
flavor. 

In preparing your moat yotf must first 
wash It How would you do that? "Put 
It under the faucet and rub it well." 
You might just as well tako tho scrub- 
bing-brush to It! No; to wash moat tako 
a clean cloth, wet it with cold water, 
and wipe your meat carefully. Remem- 
ber that cold water extracts the juices, 
and all such losses must bo carofully 
guarded against. Cut you moat In small 
pieces, take off superfluous fat and bone, 
and keep the bone for the bottom of the 
kettle; it will provent tho moat from 
sticking or burning. To a pound of beef 
you Will requiro ono quart of cold water. 
Put tho bones In tho kettle, and also 
tho ragged, poorer bits of meat that 
some of tho juloos may oscapo Into tho 
water which Is to form yourgiavy; then 
put tho kottlo on tho lire. 

Tho meat which you havecut In small 
pieces should now bo well dredged with 
flour, then fried a good brown on both 
lidos. As fast as they bocomo brown 
put them in tho kottle, and as soon as 
tho contents thereof loll it should ba 
moved to the back of tho range and 
thoro allowed to simmer stoadily for 
about three hours. To ono good pound 
of meat add one small onion, Bllcod, one 
small carrot and turnip cut In cubes, 
dredged with flour, and slightly browned. 
Put thctn in tho kottlo to simmer with 
the moat 

"Why do you dredge and brown tho 
meat and vegetables?" For several 
reasons The flour forms a paste ovor 
tho meat and keepa in tho juices and It 
thickens and browns tho gravy to such 
an extent that you will aoldom find it 
necessary to add thickonlng when your 
itow Is finished, as is generally necos- 
iary. A stow Is a most ocanomical dish 
unless you keop up your fire purposely, 
then it becomes expensive, for you can 
not make it quickly— nevor under two 
or throo hours. Tho slow, steady sim- 
mering renders your moat both tender 
and nutritious.

Dr. Mays ot this city has recently 
been conducting Investigations for tha 
purposo of determining what proportion 
of doaths among firemen are due to con- 
sumption of tho lungs. Tho results ap- 
pear in the Philadelphia Medical and 
Surgical Iteporter, and they reveal tho 
fact that this class of men are singular- 
ly prono to fall victims If that gravest 
of maladies 

He sent out a circular to eaou of tho 
fire departments of tho principal Amer- 
ican cities, and tho returns Bbowetl that 
during a given period there had been 
«M deaths from nil causes, 144 of thoso 
deaths being caused by consuluptieii. Bl 
by'olberdlwaaosofthelunga.lWbyotBnf 
diseases than coniuuiptlou and thoso ot 
tho Inngt, and 130 by accident 

According to this showing very nearly 
one-third of thoso who died had con- 
sumption, and a larger number dlod 
from that dlseaso than in consequenco 
el aoeldeata, notwithstanding tho has- 
anions nalnre of their calling. But 
this, says tho doctor, does not glvo a 
truo Idea of the flrouian'a liability to 
pulmonary discaso*; nor, perhaps, of his

frequent beginning in pneumonia or 
bronchitis among tl|eso men. 

The total numherof deaths from pneu- 
monia woro thirty-oiglit, but there is a 
good roa son for believing that at least 
some of theso wero due to consumption. 
From an Inquiry Into the lengthof sick- 
ness of thoso who are reported as having 
diod from t neumonla In the Philadel- 
phia department probably none died 
from acute pneumonia. Hut even if this 
suspicion Is not well founded, in any 
caso it still remains a fuctthat forty per 
rent, of the causos of death to which the 
fireman is liable como through rospir- 
atory diseases. 

Considering that firemen are picked 
men. and auhVi t to the rigid physical 
examin.ations when they onter upon 
their duties, they may be considered an 
unusually healthy class when they join 
thoir department, and singularly free 
from even the tendencies to consump- 
tion. Now. the generally accepted the- 
ory as to the causation of this disease is 
that It is convoyed fiom one porson to 
another; in other words, that it is conta- 
gious, and of germ origin. 

Dr. Mays emphasises tho fact that 
firemen, of all men, are loo least liable 
to contract consumption by contagion, 
hence he believes that the rosults of his 
Investigations aineuf this class of men 
goes a long way to provo tnat consump- 
tion can not possibly be dependent upon 
a single specific cause. l!o says that he 
who carofully watches the different 
steps in Its development must feel that 
it rises only when and wbero the ba>lt)y 
energies aro sapped and exhausted, re- 
gardless of the absenco or presence of 
uxposuro to a specific germ. Hence, 
any cause which is capable of destroy- 
ing tho rigor and vitality of the body Is 
also a potential cause of pulmonary con* 
sumption. 

So far as he is able to judge, there Is 
no class of men who aro more open to 
enervating and depressing physical In- 
fluences, or who suffer greater depriva- 
tions of rost and sleep than the firemen 
of large cities. Liable to be called out 
at any time, their life is, in great \ art, 
ono of perpetual excltetueat. The sud- 
den transition from a warm room to ac- 
tive duty on a cold winter's night— 
somolinios the urgency being so ureal 
thnt they are compelled to finish tlieir 
toilet en route to a fire; the daring, tho 
excessive and almost superhuman exer- 
tion- demanded in battling with tho 
flames; the extreme oscillations of tem- 
perature to which their bodies are sub- 
jected, bathed in presplratlon at one 
moment and drenched and chilled by an 
ley stream of water the next; tho neces- 
sity during emergencies of wearing and 
oven sleeping In wi t clothing from one 
lire to auoiher am burdens which no 
human constitution can lung success- 
fully withstand, and an* unquestionably 
some of tho movt prominent causes 
which undermine the health of these 
eelf-sacrlflclng men and make them so 
vulnerable to the discaso under consld 
eration — Philadelphia Preas,

Tho employment of girls In 
this sort of work Is comparatively re- 
cent A few years ago the cutting and 
aowlng of fur skins wero mainly done 
by men. Sometimes a man would teach 
his wife or his daughter, but the men 
monopolized the best work and earned

working as a journeyman in this city 
who is said to be worth SfiO.Ooo, and yet 
works his regular hours. He has Intro- 
duced several generations of bis fam- 
ily Into one or another branch of the 
business. 

Of lato years the i>harp competition 
which has got into the fur business as 
well as other lines of trade has led to 
increased employment of females aa 
sewo.& The work ia nice, nnd requires 
a good deal of skill. The smooth, even 
color of a lady'a new sealskin sacquo Is 
not produced without a good deal of pa- 
tient skill and dexterity.

It Is not an un>isual thing for ono 
largo establishment to have fifty or 
sixty glrla sewing furs In tho busy sea- 
son in tho M.m:*ier. The most expert 
(jlrls readily get employment the year 
round, while those who aro less expert 
are tho first to bo discharged, and go 
from shop to shop. Tho wages earned 
aro somewhat higher than tho prices 
paid for uidlnnry sewing, as thobusi- 
new is somewhat unhealthy and re- 
quires considerable skill. Tho girls 
earn from nine dollars a seek upwsrd. 
Frequently, when fur houses advortlso 
for help, girls apply who are totally ig- 
norant of siio buUness, and pretend 
they know how, hut they are soon 
found out and dlbuliargod.— N. Y. bun.
